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DUAL ENROLLMENT 


Taking dual enrollment classes means that students are receiving both high 
school and college credits for a class as long as the students meet certain 
criteria. They must purchase text books, meet stringent attendance guidelines 
and maintain a “C” or better average. If not, the students are required to 
reimburse the county for tuition cost to Southside Virginia Community 
College. 

“Receiving college credit now for four or more classes will mean that I gain a 
full semester credit before I go to college,” junior Lauren Blanks said. “This 
saves me time and money.” 

D.E. students do complete college level work, and they often have more 
homework that includes in-depth writing and research assignments. 

“Each class has its own work ethic--some classes are willing to learn more 
than others,” D.E. teacher Gerald Gilliam said. 

Mrs. Betty Roberts teaches the dual enrollment math class. 

“I love my D.E. precalculus class. It’s a quality group because of the money, 
college credit and outstanding students involved,” Mrs. Roberts said.

The community did not just give “things.” The parents and community 
leaders also attended sporting events, Beta Club initiation and volunteered 
to speak in classrooms. For the first time, the teachers had a list of speakers 
from the community who would visit classes to speak on topics from 
newspapers, to the environment, to banking, to technology. 

The community was willing to give to the school. In return, the school is 
expected to produce citizens who are capable of working in the community.
